WASHisaTON, June 6.— Gten. Jame» 
B. (VBeirne, deputy oommissloner of 

taunlgri'Hoii at New York, who is in 
Washin^tdii confei-rinpc with treasury 
officialH abiint iinmitfrution mutters, 
says the ucw immigration law, wiiile 
effective as far as it wint, y.an not yet 
comprehensiTe enoagh and tUat con- 
gress woold bs eompellfld to MDend it 
next wintar. Tlie law, he thinks, lacks 
the positivism nsually given to health 
boards. 

Something, he says, will have to be 
done to prevent the arrival of unskillcil 
laborers, who displac* Americans in 
order that cv)rix>rati<>n8 may pay out less 
wages. Denpite contract labor law men, 
who have been foremen or superintend- 
ents, go abroad and socnre largi> gangs 
of men. bringing them over to thin coun- 
try and keeping secret the matter of 
their contract. 

He says, also, that this stat*- nf alTairs 
can only be remedied by the watrhtul- 
ness of ofticer.s of the lal>or union.s, who 
can aid the immigration bureau by noti- 
fjing it at New York or Washnigton 
when gangs of workmen api)ear in tneir 
town unuer suspicions circum.stancee.

'i'lie Kile is a small vwsel. Hie sn.'ill- 
est, it is said, whioh lUM undertak. ". so 
perilous n vt^age in xeoent times, i-lw 
was built in Norway in I?*?:! for seal 
Asliing and was nsc-d coustaiitlv between 
1878 and 1H77 from St. .lolijis. The 
Kile's dimen -ions are 1 17,()feet long over 
all. 2«!.4 feet beam and 14 feet hold. Her 
tonmige is ^<i\ ;,'ios8 and 190 net. The 
engine is of fifty hfirse power and being 
a vertical en^ijie the builder Wiks enabled 
to place it well aft. The propeller is so 
constructed that it can be tnce<l up in 
thick ice and the nidder unshipped. Her 
normal sjiced is .«even and one-naif knots 
with stei'.m, and with both sails and 
steam fully nine knots. 

As a protection against the ice while 
running fre*», the Kile's 1)owm seventeen 
feet back are a solid mass of wood, the 
timbers being dovetailed toj^'ether. A 
vertical strip of iron passes from the 
bowsprit dov^Ti the nose tmder the water 
line and some distance along the keel. 
The iron is four inches wide and one 
inch thick. Straps at iron four inches 
wide and one and one-half inches thick 
are bound around the nose horizontally 
to snub the ice. From the stem two- 
thirds of tl»e way forward the sides are 
doubly planked. Both sides down to tti» 
keel forward are also donbly planked. 
Under the deck aft there Is a UMie 
saloon, approached bv a compaaionway 
in tlte middle of the deck. The oom- 
panionway is small, winding, steep and 
narrow. The sauoB k Barely larse 
enough to accranmodsto a dozen people 
stanung. A fsw feet from the saloon in 
frontare the engines and staterooms, 
some with two berths and othsn wttb 
one, on each side.

I.lrutenaiit I'eary Interrtewed. 

Liieut. Peary and Mrs. Pearr were in 
town Thursday. TIm oorpe of aoicntlsti 

arrived Friday. 

Lieut. Peary said in an interview that 
the chief object soufjht to be accom- 
plished by the exnedition ia the solution 
of the problem whether Qreenlaud is an 
island or a continent. 

"If it is a continent, and it seems to 
me that the weight of the evidence is 
that way," Lieut. Peary contintied, "the 
vexed quwtion of tlie finding of the 
north pole will have been answered in 
the amrmative, for it will be necessary, 
in order to reach the pole, only to pene- 
trate further and further into the frosen 
country along the line of tlM western 
coa.st of Gre'iland. If it shall bb proven 
that Oreenhmd v» a continent, many 
lives of explorers who might seek to 
reach the pole by sailing north will be 
spared. 

"Coal will be taken on board as often 
as possible, as the engine will ooosiima 
six tons a day. We expect it will take 
from tliree weeks to a month to reach 
Whale sound, where a house will be 
built for Mrs. Peary and myself, and the 
North Oresnland anwdition of scientists 
will start oat and establish inx>visioo sta- 
tions to the northward and eastward. 
Afl this will consume a year, and the 
actual business of the ezctirsion wttl not 
be begun until the sommer of 1802. 

"Journeys from station to station will 
be made on snowshoes and ioe skates or 
skhw by the North Greenland scientists, 
while pro\isions will be traonported by 
Esquimaux dogs and by members of the 
party. U is believed that Professor 
Heilprin and myself that the party, will 
reach within 800 miles of the north pole 
by traveling, it is estimate^, about l,20U 
miles to and from the main station. 
This Jonmev win consume about thi'^^ 
months, indnding rests, and the daily 
journey will cover txam eightaen to 
twenty miles. 

"The West Greenland party will keep 
as close as possible to the western coast. 
The conformation of the coast Una will 
be carefully noted, together with the 
position, length and breath of its fiords 
and the heigntof the mountains. Special 
attention is to be paid to the vegetation 
on the sides of glaciers, and it is expected 
that many rare and bitharto unknown 
specimens of plants will be discovered. 
The geoliigists will study, independently 
of the glacial phenomena, the strata as 
far as & possible and experiments Mrill 
be made to enable them to learn whether 
Greenland is gradually sinking or build- 
ing. Glaciers will auo be studied and 
their motion compwred with the smaller 
Alpine glaciers, in order that the law of 
the movement of glaciers may Im ^tter 
understood than it now is. 

"To investigate tlie loology of Green- 
land about a ton of drec^ee, surface 
nets, a taxidermist's outfit and eighty 
gallons of alcohol will be carried on the

The New York money market has

3 1-2 to 3 per cent., with heavy receipts 
from the interior. Reports from other 
jities show that money is tight*'r ;it St. 
Louis, tight at Nashville, firmer at New 
Orleans and Pittsburg, in hardly ade- 
quate supplv at Cleveland, not stringent 
but effected by distrust on awoimt of 
city finances at Philadelphia, firm at 
Boston, in good demand in Chicago and 
Milwaukee, but with supply for all 
legitimate needs, and easy at all other 
points reporting. 

Trade is not very active, but almost 
sverywhere hopefnL FaihirsB at Boston 
have made shoe manufacturers oautioos, 
but there is a belief that the wont is 
over, and that fall trade will be ■mey 
ictivtt.
